Senate Turns Down 
Rent Subsidies Plan 

WASHINGTON (AP)— The Senate turned down today. 

68 to 19, a $20-million program of rent subsidies for 
low-income families. But administration forces re- 
mained hopeful of .winning the new program in a vote 
to be taken later in the afternoon. The Senate Appro- 
priations Committee voted Monday to strike out of a 
supplemental money bill the $12 million allowed by the 
House for the subsidies. As the Senate was debating to- 
day whether to reverse 
its committee. Sen. Jacob 
K. Javits, R-N.Y., moved 
to allow $20 million for the 
program as a substitute for the 
J12-million figure. 

Democratic leaders were 
stung by a surprise 15-12 ap- 
propriations committee vote 
Monday . to eliminate the $12 
million rent allotment from a 
supplemental money bill. They 
worked feverishly in advance of 
the floor showdown to nail down 
the needed votes. 

And they had substantial help 
from the White House. Presi- 
dent Johnson repeatedly has 
^endorsed the rent supplement 
> plan as a key weapon in the bat- 
tle provide decent housing for 
low income families. 

Under the plan, the federal 
j*overnm»nt would pay the dif- 
ference between- 25 per cent of 
family's income and the rent for 
adequate housing in projects 
built and operated by nonprofit 
organizations. None of the sub- 
sidies would go to individual, 
private landlords. 

In passing the omnibus 1965 
housing bill, the Senate defeated 
■47 to 40. ^-Republican move to 
kill the rent subsidy authoriza- 
tion. Later senators voted- 45 to 
37 to keep in an appropriates 
bill a $12 million item for the 
rent subsidies. But the House 
balked and the funds were 
dropped at that time.

The next day the youths 
said they would respect the dip- 
lomatic immunity of the center 
and blockade it rather than sack 
the place.

tive of a cornmunlty action agen- 
cy is active local participation; 
including participation by the 
poor. He recommended that an 
action agency draw at least one- 
third of its membership from 
among people classified as poor. 

Thomas acknowledged the-dif- 
ficulties inherent in soliciting 
support from poverty-stricken 
persons — a difficulty often owing 
to social stigmas attached to 
poverty. These, he said-, make a 
personal appeal for participa- 
tion necessary. 

The local anti-poverty frame- 
work would be headed by the 
community action committee, 
which, in turn, delegates author- 
ity to a subsidiary governing 
board. 

Underneath the governing 
board is the professional staff 
which would plan and direct the 
multitude of programs passible 
under the OEO. 

Thomas emphasized that the 
programs to be set up are in re- 
sponse to real needs in the com- 
munity, and as a result, must be 
highly flexible. 

Thomas recommends the local 
agency apply for a planning 
grant before the April 30 dead- 
line for the current fiscal year. 
He said that such a planning 
grant could provide for a six- 
month studv, for which a pro- 
fessional director and staff 
would be hired. 

He estimates the cost for such 
a survey would be between $10,- 
000 and $15,000. 

Jellison said after the meeting 
that local sources would have to 
provide 10 per cent of the proj- 
ect costs for federally sponsored 
projects. He said the._ agency 
would have to rely on contribu- 
tions for its share of the cost, 
which could be in the form of 
volunteer labor by local citizens. 

There was no agreement 
voiced by persons attending the 
Tuesday meeting on which proj- 
ects should be pursued by the lo- 
cal agency. Jellison said the 
Handicap Committee is seeking 
a shelter workshop and training 
center for handicapped persons. 

But representatives of other 
agencies noted preferences for 
alternative options, including 
consumer education classes or 
extension of occupational train- 
ing programs. 

Thomas said options Include 
legal aid, consumer education, 
extension of Neighborhood Youth 
Corps programs and Job Corps 
progra ms. 

"There Is no limit to what 
may he accomplished as long as 
alleviating or eliminating pov- 
erty "is the object." 

Thomas said federal funds al- 
located to Idaho for the current 
fiscal year have not been spent, 
and foresaw no difficulty in ob- 
taining the planning funds to be 
requested.

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As expected by some supporters of the 
College of Southern Idaho, isolated op- 
position to the $3 million bond issue has 
materialized in Jerome'., The opposition 
was predicted several months ago by 
college' backers~-who declared a small 
Jerome clique would find some means of 
opposing any bond issue necessary to per- 

. mit growth and expansion of the college. 
It's unthinking and unreasoning at this 
stage of developments to sabotage or op- 
pose the $3 million bond issue. The first 
consideration has to be for youngsters 
attending CSI. Unless the junior college 
' wins accreditation; they could be wasting 
their time and money so far as transfer 
of credits to four-year universities is con- 
cerned. Establishment of the college on 
its own campus is one of the requirements 
for full accreditation, although temporary 

r accreditation has been extended. 

The college has only three more years 
to establish itself on its own campus. The 
time is short because bonds have to be 
sold and bids called before even the first 
shovel of dirt can be turned. 

Secondly, it's shortsighted, to say the 
least, to oppose the $3, million bond issue 
if only on the basis of federal funds that 
can be obtained with approval of the 
bond. The federal government has allo- 
cated $1.8 million to Idaho for use of 
institutions of higher learning on a match- 
ing basis. No other Idaho college or urn-, 
versify is in a position to claim those 

federal funds for the simple reason "no 

money is available to them. The College 

of Southern Idaho can claim most or all 

of the $1.8 million if junior college resi- 
dents" approve the $3 million bond issue 

on May 10. The $1.8 million would save:

Secondly, there's a good indica- 
tion the federal government doesn't plan 
to be so liberal with educational funds 
next year. The I960 elections will be past 
and the Viet Nam war might be claiming 
more cash and attention.

WASHINGTON — I see no reason to question 
the competence of Floyd B. McKlsslck, nation- 
,„,.„.„•.„ »1 director of the Congress 
■i#>*r*i*3~ ,, of Racial Equality (CORE), to 

' announce that 40 American 
cities probably will suffer racial 
riots this summer. In his job, 
McKissick has his^ear closer to 
that particular ground than 
most of us do. 

But assuming that such cities 
as Washington, New York, De- 
troit, Philadelphia and Chicago 
indeed are ripe for disturbances 
of the peace, I still do not. know 
Andrew mny wny such a situation should pre 
vail. What are they going to riot about this sum- 
mer — caviar for breakfast, or a Negro Presi- 
dent, or what? 

WHAT. MORE? — Congress already has en- 
acted into law a fat package of legislation 
spelling out the Negro's right to vote, to eat in 
a white restaurant, to study in a white school 
and to get a job in' a white factory or office, 
This year, presumably, Capitol Hill will-act on 
proposals to set national standards for juries 
and to ban discrimination in the renting and 
sale of houses. These are all rights the Negro 
was born with, and it is a sad cpmmentary on 
the American tradition of fair play that he has 
had to agitate to make them a reality.^ 

But we now have reached the point where 
nothing else can be done for the Negro by legis- 
lation. He needs better housing, better schools, 
and a seat in existing schools, but can be pro- 
vided only by appropriating money to buy them 
or by enforcing present laws, actions Which 
should be pursued zealously and without any 
noble posturing by the white population.. The 
rest, however, is up to the Negro himself and 
his leadership. 

JOBS ARE OPEN — Getting and holding a 
job, for example, is now one of the things the 
Negro must do for himself. There was a pathet- 
ic irony in the announcement by the White 
House Conference on Civil -Rights, scheduled 
here June 1 and 2. that jobs will be a primary 
concern of the conference — on the very day 
that the Washington Post carried 110 columns of 
classified advertising labeled "Help Wanted 
Male." 

At least half of these jobs were in the .un- 
skilled category in which most Negroes, be- 
cause of their educational deprivations, must 
seek work. Moreover, the administration has 
announced that one of the contributing factors 
to creeping inflation is a national shortage of 
labor of all kinds. Washington is not, by any 
stretch of the imagination, an industrial city; 
if there are job openings here there must be 
many more in cities across the country. 

However, I have yet to hear a Negro leader 
stand up and tell his people to borrow a news- 
paper and at least scan it cursorily for employ- 
ment opportunities. 

"BURNING THEIR STORES" — Instead, we 
have Floyd B. McKissick warding us that we're 
going to have riots in at leant 40~OT'our cities. 
We have the Washington Negro leader. Julius 
.Hobsoh, campaigning for home rule here by 
demanding that Negroes not only boycott down- 
town merchants, but suggesting that "There's 
nothing too bad to do the merchants . . . even 
burning their stores." We have Negro teen-agers 
rioting at a Washington amusement park be- 
cause they got tired of standing in line at the 
concessions, and civil rights bullies heckling 
guests at a Cherry Blossom Festival party in a 
local hotel.

time shall apply throughout the United States 
unless a state legislature specifically vetoes it.

It means that by next year all Idaho will be 
on daylight saving during the warm months, 
or none of Idaho. Until now. Northern Idaho 
has followed daylight saving, and Southern Ida 
ho has not. 

The bill passed by Congress has been critized 
because.Jt doesn't permit such varied uses of 
daylight saving. But the bill was designed to 
eliminate all the confusion connected with 
patchwork use of fast time. Sufh a bill could 
hardly create the exceptions it sought to elimi- 
nate. The bill was aimed at the general wel 
fare' and not the convenience .of a specific re- 
gion. 

There will be localized problems with the bill 
and Idaho may be one example, but probably 
not. It seems likely soiKlyirn Idaho will agree to 
veto it in the legislature. 

There is no widespread opposition to daylight 
saving in Southern Idaho, and none should 
develop. Many of the communities in 
Southern Idaho have considered fast time in the 
past, but decided it was impractical to do it 
a community at a time. That will be unneces- 
sary now. 

Consideration should still be given to placing 
the two halves of the state in the same time 
zone. North and South Idaho are at the same 
point under the sun, but in two separate time 

zones. 

Uniform use of daylight saving time Is a step 
in the right direction nationally, but uniform 
time is still needed in the Gem State. — Lewiston 
Tribune. -

"Beyond all other rights rises 
the rights of the community," 
said the great Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. Yet any un- 
biased reading of the aggregate 
decisions by today's Supreme 
Court inescapably indicates that 
the court has not protected the 
rights of the community so 
much as the rights of the crim 
inal, the traitor and the conspir- 
ing Communist who, by any def- 



(nitibhTclamage our society. 

Anxious protests against this 
pattern are expressed again and 
again by minorities within the 
court Itself. Listen to Justice 
Byron R. White in. the Arizona 
affair, while pointing out that 
the decision makes the task of 
law enforcement much more 
difficult: 

"This decision is another ma- 
jor step in the direction of the 
goal which the court seeming- 
ly has in mind . . . The court 
seems driven by the notion that 
it is uncivilized law enforce- 
ment to use an accused's own 
admissions against him at his 
trial . . T It reflects a deep- 
seated distrust of law enforce- 
ment officers everwhere, un- 
supported by relevant data or 
current material based upon 
experience." 

Communism Is not only a 
moral question; it is a police 
problem. The court overlooked 
this similarly some months ago 
in nullifying Congress' law that 
Communist Party members 
must register. 

In the school prayer case, the 
court introduced a tenuous le- 
galistic argument which over- 
looked the nation's spiritual 

needs.- Yet spiritual necessities 
are the root of America. 

You would sometimes think 
that through all the generations 
of Americans this was the first 
Supreme Court we ever had; 
that no other Supreme Court 
had ever looked at our Con- 
stitution until these men came 
along to put us and all their 
predecessors straight. 

Many court justices more 
learned and distinguished — In- 
cluding Chief Justice John Mar- 
shall — than any man on to- 
day's court have • looked be- 
nignly on "In God We Trust," 
for example, before these minds 
conceived any legal conflict 
whatever. In fact, it seems evi- 
dent that such a magnificent 
defender of intangibles as Jus- 
tice Oliver Wendell Holmes 
would be appalled by the legal 
nit-picking of the current court. 

It is a dreadful thing, totally 
irresponsible, to suggest that 
any member of the Supreme 
Court wishes to encourage sub- 
version or crime. The real issue 
is the court's nearly incredible 
narrowness, its repeated failure 
to, recognize the larger needs 
when these compete with the 
smaller: Moreover, as Justice 
White implies, the pattern con- 
tains decisions taken on the 
basis of inappropriate criteria.

It Is now believed 
that cutting the skin and suck- 
ing out the venom is an emer- 
gency measure that should be 
used only when the. bite is 



known to have come form a rax-Jthe tourniquet should be releas- 
tlesnake or water moccasin that 
is longer than 3'/4 feet or when 
the bite is DKBC-ihe heart (face, 
neck or trunk). 

In such a - case, waste no 
time — if a sharp knife is not 
handy use a.sharp piece of'tin or 
broken glass to cut. the skin 



but expose it to a name lirsi 
to reduce the chances of in- 
fection. 

One of the dangers of using 
this type of emergency treat- 
ment is absorption of venom 
through a small cut or inflam- 
ed portion of the lips, gums or 
inner surface of the mouth. 

This can be prevented if you 
use a suction cup supplied with 
the standard snake- bite first- 
aid kit or ' use a thin sheet of 
rubber between your mouth and 
the snake bite. Another disad- 
vantage of the cut- and - suck 
treatment is -thai "in one's haste 
and excitement one may make 
a painful wound which later, be- 
comes infected, only to learn 
that the snake was nonpoison- 
ous. 

Jf it is possible to get to a 



hospital within two hours and 
the bite is on the arm or leg 
the best course is to apply a 
tourniquet several inches above 
the bite. Care must be taken to 
cut off only the flow of venous 
ilood to the heart — not the 
fjow of arterial blood to the ex- 
tremity. Every 10 to 15 minutes

Dr. W.E. Lockhart of Alpine, 
Tex., is a strong advocate of 
packing snake - bitten extremi- 
ties in fresh-water ice and keep- 
ing them so packed for six days 
to relieve pain. This is impor- 
tant because it is dangerous to 
give morphine to victims of- 
snake bite. The rest of the body 
is kept warm with an electric 
blanket. This treatment is ef- 
fective only if a tourniquet has 
been applied for less than in 
hour and should not be used in 
persons with. Reynaud's disease 
and other circulatory disorders.

In his speech to the wome.n 
Sen. Blick Tsaid reapportionment 
is a mandate . handed down by 
the U.S. Supreme Court. He 
said both houses of all state 
legislatures must be elected on 
a one man, one vote principal. 

Sen. Blick said the Federal 
Court in Idaho interpreted the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling, and 
said the Idaho Constitution is 
in conflict with the federal Con- 
stitution by electing its Senate 
on a geographic formula, which 
is one senator from each coun- 
ty. Blick said, therefore, both 
the Senate -and House of Repre- 
sentatives of Idaho must reap- 
portion strictly on a population 
basis or be required to run at 
large all qver ,the state.

PARIS (AP) — Foreign Min 
ister Maurice Couve de Murville 
says Prance is- quitting the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organtaa- 
tion's military command ' bV 
cause it is out of date, but ic 
doesn't want its friendship with 
the ..United Stales to diminish. 

"In the nuclear era, this or- 
ganization does not deal with 
the essential element of defense 
which is nuclear defense," 
Couve de Murville- said. 

France does not seek a special 
advantage. She is adopting her- 
self to a- new situation and this 
can only have advantages for 
the equilibrium' and. peace, in 
Europe." - 

President Charles de "Gaulle's 
government contends that 
NATO's nuclear arsenal is al- 
most entirely owned and con- 
trolled bv the United States and 
that NATO has no effective 
hand in it. 

Replying in writing to ques- 
tions submitted by The Asso- 
ciated Press, the foreign minis- 
ter said France values Ameri- 
can friendship highly. He denied 
that his government plans a non- 
aggression pact with the Soviet 
Union and reiterated that the 
■French would like to "contrib- 
ute to a peaceful settlement" in 
Viet Nam. 

Couve de Murville said that in 
withdrawing from the military 
structure' of the North Atlantic 



Treaty Organization, "we are 
acting normally, as any govern- 
ment, in the interests of our 
country and we believe besides" 
that what we are doing is in no 
manner contrary to the well 
understood interests of our al- 
lies." - 

He stressed that France In- 
tends to remain part of the 
North Atlantic Treaty signed, in 
1949. He pointed out that the 
military organization was devel- 
oped after the treaty was signed 
and "is in.no way a condition "of 
it." The United States feels, 
however, that the military or- 
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ganization Is an essential part of 
the alliance. 

Couve. de Murville declared 
that France had no Intention of 
offending" the United States by 
its. stand on NATO or conversion 
of its excess balance of pay- 
ments -Into gold. 

"American- friendship is an 
ancient precious value tq which 
we are all attached in France 
and which we do not wish to see 
disappear or even diminish," he 
said.

Business- 
Mirror

NEW YORK (AP)— The battle 
for trade has turned In the 
United States' favor for the 
first time this year but the war 
is far from won. 

At stake in the struggle to 
boost exports still higher above 
Imports are -such things as the 
good name of the American 
dollar, .the supplying of suffi- 
cient funds to lubricate world 
trade in general, and even the 
idegree of inflation on the home 
front. 

In January and February, 
Imports were zooming ahead 
faster than exports— wens-gain- 
ing. 

Now the Commerce Depart- 
ment has good news — even If it 
proves to be only a temporary 
respite. 

In March this country ex- 
ported 9 per cent more dollar 
volume of goods and services 
than in February. Imports also 
rose over the previous month, 
but only by 4 perxent. 

At n seasonally adjusted 
$2,594,400,000, exports topped 
imports by $521.7 million. 

But that is just about as far 
as the department's good news 
goes. . 

The gap between exports and 
imports will have- to be much 
more than that, if the drain of 
dollars overseas is to be 
staunched. That is because the 
U.S. favorable balance of trade 
for several years now Tiasr'Been 
too small to offset all the other 
forms of dollar outflow. These 
Include foreign aid, tourist 
spending, U.S. military outlays 
abroad, and private investment 
In foreign securities, loans and 
business expansion. 

Results of this long-standing 
deficit in the total balance of 
payments h»ve been loss of 
U.S. gold reserves as other na- 
tions turn in their surplus dol- 
lars for the metal; occasional— 
but so far unsuccessful — runs 
on the U.S. dollar In world 
money markets; and the steady 
buildup of gold and dollar re- 
serves In many of the leading 
Industrial countries, while U.S. 
reserves have dwindled. 

The U.S. government has 
been relying on many programs 
to combat the deficit. It has 
urged business firms to hold 
down their spending overseas 
for new plants, banks to curb 
loans to foreign enterprises 
tourists to see America first 
and above all for U.S. business 
to boost exports. 

The export gain In March Is 
heartening. But it falls far 
short of government goals. 
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Q.l bought 100 shares of stock 
Which was involved in a one- 
for-two reverse split ■ shortly 
thereafter. When I sold it. due 
to my oversight, 1 gave the 
broker- an order to sell 100 
shaTesri- Informed him of my 
error as soon as the" market 
opened the next morning.

This cost me an extra commis- 
sion, plus Yt point difference on 
the additional 50 shares. Am 1 
correct in suspecting a little 
collusion In taking-advantage ot 
my mistake? 

A. You might suspect it. But 
I know of no way of proving it. 
Frankly, you^ll lust have to ad- 
mit that your mistake was the 
cause of the whole foul-up. 

That one-for-two reverse split 
reduced the number of shares 
you owned from 100 to 50. Even 
if you still had possessionof the 
old 100-share stock certificate, 
it represented only 50 of the 
smaller number of shares re- 
sulting from the reverse split 

When you give a broker an 
order to sell 100 shares, he'll 
see that your sell order Is exe- 
cuted. 

Let's be kjnd to that broker 
for a moment and assume he 
believed you owned 100 shares.

House Votes 
For Lunch, 
Milk Funds 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House has ignored White House 
opposition and sent to the Sen- 
ate a $6.9-bllllon Agriculture 
Department appropriation bill 
that includes an extra $128 mil- 
lion for school lunch and free 
milk programs. 

The roll call vote Tuesday 
was 366 to 23. The extra money 
was to Iteepthe lunch and milk 

firogramsoperating at current 
evels instead of curbing them 
as President Johnson requested. 

House members wrote into 
the bill a provision that would 
cut off surplus American food to 
nations that trade with North 
Viet Nam. The amendment was 
offered *by Rep. Paul Findley, 
R-Ill. Despite opposition by the 
Democratic leadership. It was 
approved by a 290-98 vote. 

The amendment 'would ban 
sales, gifts or ""bartering of 
American food to any nation 
that sells goods to North Viet 
Nam or allows Us ships or 
planes to transport such goods 
for other nations. 

An Agriculture .. Department 
spokesman said departmental 
regulations now Jn effect re- 
strict shipment of American 
food to nations that trade with 
North Viet-Nam. 

The money bill's total Is $500 
million more than was appropri- 
ated for the Agriculture Depart- 
ment for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, but $146 million less 
than the President requested for 
the year starting July 1. That 
cut was more than offset by the 
transfer to farm programs of 
customs collections that nor- 
mally would have reverted to 
the Treasury.

(AP) — Oregon and Washington decided Tuesday to allow ,a 
commercial! salmon fishing season in the lower Columbia River May 1-27. Idaho 
dropped its official objections after hearing a report there had been an exceptional 
early escapement of salmon up the river and getting assurance that fish officials 
would watch the run clqqely.- Idaho officials earlier h ad urged a complete ban on 

: ~] commercial fishing in the 

river this spring and sum- 
mer. The matter of the 
summer run will be taken 
up by the Oregon Fish Commis- 
sion and the Washington State 
Department of Fisheries "later. 

State biologists reported more 
than 76,000 Chinook salmon have 
passed Bonneville Dam on their 
way to spawning beds so far. 
They said they bclieye— more 
than 100.000 fish will ' get past 
Bonneville this spring even-with 
a commercial season opening 
May 1. 

"We feel the present outlook 
is good and with the officials 
watching the escapement closely 
our objectives are met," said 
Ray J. Holmes, Twin Falls, 
chairman of the Idaho Fish and 
Game Commission. 

Biologists said- that in the past 
they held 80,000 as the minimum 
number needed to £0 .past Bon- 
neville to assure future runs. 
They" said" they are increasing 
that figure, for the time being 
at- loast, to 100,000. 

Idaho had to cancel its sal- 
mon angling season last year 
because the run up the Colum 
bia was so small that the future 
was threatened. 

Holmes said they want to see 
at least 32,000 spring salmon get 
past Ice Harbor Dam, the last 
obstacle for the fish on their 
way to Idaho. Biologists report- 
ed more than 15,000 have sur- 
mounted Ice Harbor so far, one 
of the largest early runs. 

Frank Cullen and Mrs. Helen 
McKlnney, members of the Ida- 
ho Fish and Game Commission, 
said Idaho should have a voice 
equal to Oregon's and Washing- 
ton's in future regulation of the 
fishery. They said federal con- 
trol might develop if Oregon 
and Washington run the fishery 
for themselves alone. 

"I don't want to have tt> 
change the name of my home 
town of Salmon, Idaho, to No 
Salmon, Idaho," Mrs. McKlnney 
said. 

Indians have been defying 
Oregon arid Washington regula- 
tions against commercial fish- 
ing upstream from Bonneville 
Dam. A number of the Indians 
attended the meeting to assert 
an 1855 treaty guarantees them 
the right to fish commercially, 
but the state agencies took no 
action.

Weddings 

Much ot the fun of a wed- 
ding is- looking back on it, and 
having pictures to show the chil- 
dren, grandchildren and friends. 

Most brides have a profession- 
al photographer take the por- 
trait. And just like everything- 
else about a wedding, this re 



quires plenty of planning. 

First, pick a photograph. 
Study the work of different pho- 
tographers — from friends, news- 
paper pictures and other 
sources. Decide '"which style 
pleases you, then make an ap- 
pointment. 

The photographer probably 
will advise the bride to sched- 
ule the appointment at least 
three weeks before the wed- 
ding, especially if the bride 
wants to see trie picture in the 
local paper. 

Decide where the portrait will 



do. 

Mrs." Arnhold says that an- 
other style-setting for this sea- 
son is the lace cap which cov- 
ers almost the whole head and 
is in'keepiiig with (he Simpler 
hairdos which are now popular.

Veils come In all styles, 
lengths, sizes and fabrics, and 
must be suited to the dress, to 
the bride's hair-do and to the 
type of wedding. 

Designer Helene Arnhold says 
lace mantillas are particularly 
popular this year, with the lace 
matching that on the dress. 
They are available in short — 
shoulder length — or long styles. 
If the bride can afford it, the 
lace is often imported from 
France. 

Also popular is the detachable 
veil — actually two veils in .one. 
This style is used if the bride is 
wearing a long, formal gown. A 
short, shoulder length veil is 
worn for both the ceremony and 
the reception. 

A floor length veil is attached 
for the ceremony only and can 
be removed to allow . freedom 
of movement at the reception. 
Most of the short veils are. ex- 
tremely bouffant, billowing 
around the shoulders. 

The headpiece to which Jhe 
veil is attached also varies-wjt!e7 
ly: Simple pillbox .styles 'which 
sit on top of the head are popu- 
lar, especially for winter for 
the- girl with a simple hairdo.

Gifts Noted 
For Bride's 
Attendants 

It's traditional for the bride to 
give wedding presents to all her 
attendants. That goes for brides- 
maids, maid or matron of honor 
and even the little flower girls. 

Gifts should be thought of as 
remembrances, so that when 
they are selected, they should 
he chosen for permanency. Per- 
fume, compacts and other trink- 
et like gifts that have no lasting 
value are not good- selections. 
Belter to give a memento, how- 
ever small, that will be around 
at your fir.^t anniversary. 

Favorite gifts are those that 
may be engraved— keyring disc, 
pin, photograph frames, pin 
trays. These may be of sterling 
silver or gold and chosen to 
suit the budget. 

All bridesmaids should receive 
the same gifts. The maid of 
honor should have something 
similar but of a little more 
value. But there shouldn't be an 
overwhelming difference in the 
price of the articles. 

tf there is one attendant, a 
more thoughtful or valuable gift 
may be given. There are no 
rules. -> 

Antique salt and papper shak- 
ers, a. sterling- silver tray, an 
old-fashioned gold bracelet are 
among suitable gifts. 



Thank- Yon 
Notes Must 
Be Prompt 

The one detail' of the wedding 
is the bride's" thank-ynti notes'". 
Everything else will go off in ap- 
ple pie order, no doubt, if she 
is the average bride. 

But thank-you notes often are 
postponed and postponed until 
the delay is noted by those 
who gave the couple gifts. 

A well-organized card file or 
book should be used to list each 
present as it arrives. The date 
of arrival, the present, the send- 
er, the sender's address, where 
the present was- .bought and 
when thanks are sent should be 
headings strung across a page. 
Each gift should then be listed 
as it arrives and then put in a 
particular place until the bridal 
gift table Is arranged. 

If for some reason the bride 
cannot respond promptly, a card 
should be sent noting that the. 
gift has been received. The 
bride must then write a thank- 
you note at the earliest 
ment. 

Some people do .get slightly 
miffed when a bride admits she 
has exchanged a present. But 
it would be absolutely silly to 
have seven pie servers or to- 
mato servers or popper grind- 
ers. Common sense must pre- 
vail. 

Something that should be kept 
in mind, before presents run he 
evrhangerl is that ther*> should 
be a disphn of the cifts m n 
pretty setting If there nir t\m 
or three duplicates, they should 
be displaved so it is not no- 
ticahle.

Traditions Surrounding 
Bridal Dresses Are History

Something old, something new, 
something borrowed, something 
blue. 

No one knows 'exactly where 
that rhyme about a bride's wee- 
ding outfit began. But many of 
the other traditions surrounding 
bridal dress are rooted in his- 
tory. 

The white wedding dress and 
veif worn inr most Judeo-Chris- 
tiari weddings around the world 
today dates back to biblical 
times. 

^Hebrew brides wore white for 
purity and. were completely en- 
veloped in. veils that symbolized 
submission, modesty and virgin- 
ity. 

In ancient Greece, it was the 
custom for brides to spin the 
flax, weave the cloth and do the 
sewing for their wedding 
dresses, also of. white. 

The Romans carried on the 
tradition of white. Girls were 
married in white robes fringed 
with purple. 

The flowing Roman wedding 
veils, called flammeum, were 
bright yellow. They were held 



be"na ' which the brides -haoV to 

gather themselves. , 

In some parts of the world to. 
day, especially in provincial 
areas of Europe; girls are mar- 
ried in their traditional folk cos- 
tumes. Since these gowns are so 
intricately designed and- costlft 
they also are used as holiday 
outfits. ~ . 

The bride adds some acces- 
sory to the costume to indicate 
she is getting married, In Nor- 
way, a silver filigree brooch is 
pinned to the blouse of the folk 
costume. 

In Austria and Bavaria, flow- 
ered and jeweled bridal crowns 
and substituted for more ordi- 
nary hats. 

Girls in certain Swiss moun- 
tain cantons carry long white- 
linen handkerchiefs as symbols 
of purity when being married. 
The red woolen braid pinned to 
the bride's wreath in the Uk- 
raine has a similar meaning. 

The color red is traditionally 
associated with brides in' the 
Orient. Everything made for the 
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Chinese wedding used to be col- 
ored red — including the invi- 
tations, the sweetmeats and the 
dyed eggs that guests hunted as 
omens of good fortune^ 

In 17th and 18th century Per- 
sia, white wedding dresses were 
worn with crimson vtHls, and in 
Arabic and Hindu countries the 
bride's hands and feet were 
stained with henna for the wed-, 
ding day. - . 

In .lapan the bride wears three 
layers of kimonos. The outer one 
is patterned, and sashed in red, 
hut is predominantly white, the 
Oriental color of mourning. 

This symbolizes that, the bride 
is dead to her parents once she 
has. moved to her husband's 
home. 

The bridal gowns of India and 
Southeast Asia are particularly*. . 
luxurious. Wedding saris are 
woven of rich parrot silks and 
often have threads of pure gold 
and silver.

The classically plain designs, 
such as the solitaire, are held 
by either four-prong or six- 
prong Tiffany settings. Oval and 
heart-shaped diamonds, called 
fancy cuts, also are set as soli 



taires, usually in slender plati- 
She may prefer to Issue the num prongs. 



church invitation alone, but join 
the bride's father in the recep- 
tion since he will be the host.

For a large formal wedding, 
the invitation is engraved or 
printed on the first page of a 
folded sheet.

The outside envelope 
carries the name, street address 
and city. Inner envelopes are 
addressed with the name or 
names of the person invited. 

For n reception at home and 
a small informal wedding, a 
person may use a hand written 
note. . ■ 



Illusion settings also are very 
popular this year. They give a 
larger appearance to a small 
center diamond because metal 
is built up around the stone 
causing the white of the metal 
to blend into the blaze of the 
gem. • 

Reflector settings' are another 
way in which a small diamond 
can be made to appear larger. 
A round plate of polished white 
gold surrounds the small dia- 
mond. The reflected diamond 
sparkle on the metal extends 
the true size of the gem. 

Fa- the woman who prefers 
ornate rings, there are numer- 
ous styles featuring engravings 
on the ring band. Delicate 
orange blossoms, and swirling 
scrolls run up the shoulders of 
the ring. Sometimes metal is 
faceted on cither side of the 



center diamond to resemble ba- 
guettes. 

A variety of diamond cuts 
may be set into the ring to pro 
duce a pattern. For example, a 
large round center diamond 
flanked on the sides by small 
marquise diamonds looks like a 
daisy. 

Especially new this year are 
contour ring sets. Both the en- 
gagement diamond and the wed- 
ding band, when worn together, 
seem to be molded in the same 
design. A tiny metal prong at 
the top of the contoured wed- 
ding band fits snugly into a slot 
beneath the top of the engage- 
ment ring. \^ 

Symmetrical and off-set de 
signs appeal to some women 
The topside design of the rin^ 
purposely is made to lean eith- 
er to the -ight or left on top of 
the finger. Most of these de 
signs have a large center dia 
mond with smaller stones flank- 
ing it. The wedding band de 
signed for this type of rin, 
usually is curved, or has a sim 
lar design so it fits into the en 
gagement band. 

The metal for the engage 
ment ring depends on price and 
personal preference. Yellow 
gold, white gold and platinum 
arc particularly popular. The 
mounting — the part of the rin, 
which encircles the finger 
can be of yellow gold, whil 
the head is platinum.

Advance Planning Required 
For Any Size of Wedding 



Even the simplest wedding 
requires advance planning and 
decision-making. And the large, 
formal wedding with a recep- 
tion (or hundreds can be so in- 
volved that six months can 
easily be spent in arrange- 
ments. 

Plans start the moment the 
couple decides on a wedding 
date. At that point, the bride 
would do well to buy a note- 
book In which she will list her 
appointments, shopping d a t e s 
and social events. If an effort 
to keep the weeks before the 
wedding less, hectic. 

Once the date is set, the cou- 
ple must decide on the day. Of- 
ten the preferred hours must be 
changed because t/e minister is 
not ayailable, th^church is al- 
ready booked or the reception 
quarters are not available.

Best Man Is 
In Charge of 
Bridegroom 

It is the best man who has- 
the job of getting the bride- 
groom to the church on time. 

The best man's duties actual- 
ly start the day of the wedding 
rehearsal when he is responsi- 
ble for taking charge of the ush- 
ers and briefing them on any 
special seating arrangements. 

On the day of the ceremony 
itself, the best man gets the ring 
from the bridegroom. If there is_ 



n ring bearer, the best man sees 
that he carries out his instruc- 
tions. 

Some best men carry-~a spare 
ring from the dime store — just 
in case something happens to 
the real band. 

The best man should obtain 
the marriage license and the 
minister's • fee from the bride- 
groom. He helps the bridegroom 
get ready for the wedding, mak- 
ing sure his bags are packed 
and usually taking care of the 
luggage. 

He calls for the bridegroom 
and accompanies him to the 
church, waiting with him in thej 
vestry — just for moral sup- 
port. He should have- the bride- 1 



groom at the church at least 
15 minutes before the ceremony. 
This is not time for a Johnny- 
come-lately. 

After the ceremony, the best 
man makes sure the members 
of the wedding party leave in the 
proper cars. He checks tickets 
and reservations for the honey- 
moon. 

At the reception, the best man 
should be prepared to act as 
(oastmaster and timekeeper at 
the bride's table. He proposes 
the first toast, sees that the 
guest book is signed, has the 
car sent around at the proper 
time and assists the couple in 
getting away.

Unless the bride or bride- 
groom has a fairy godmother 
who provides them with a com- 
pletely equipped .home, they'll 
probably be faced with the ques- 
tion: 

."Which is better for a new- 
lywed couple, renting an apart- 
ment or buying a home?" 

For the young couple, the ma- 
jor expense of a down payment 
on a house is usually too much. 
Renting is less expensive since 
there is less upkeep, no taxes 
and- fewer incidentals like heat- 

Also, they may not want to 
-have- to^t nyjj ^ i a w hele— ho' 
all at once. 

If they do have enough money 
saved to buy a home, the U.S. 
department of agriculture offers 
several factors to keep in mind. 

First, remember that the 
larger the down payment and 
the shorter the term of the mort- 
gage loan, the less the house 
will cost in the long run. 

For instance, a $15,000 mort- 
gage at six per cent interest 
paid over 15 years will " cbsVyou" 
about half the cost of the orig- 
inal loan in interest. 

Money counselors generally 
advise allowing two and one- 
half times annuak, income for 
purchase of a home. "" 

But do not forget, the- wife who 
Is working at the time of her 
marriage may not be employed 
a year later. 

And children al«6 will In- 
crease costs and cut down on 
money available. 

The extras that are Involved 
in buying a house Include prop- 
erty taxes, insura nce, heat and 
upkeep. These usually total 
about four to five per cent of 
the cost of the home each year. 

The total mortgage . payment 
each month should amount to 
about 25 per cent of take home 

pay- 

This is about the same figure 
which should be alloted for 
.monthly apartment rent, but 
prices vary widely With locality. 
In some areas you may have 
to go as high as 30 per cent 
to find an apartment, while in 
others the rent budget will be 
less. 

With an apartment, you are 
not buying anything and will 
make no profit.. • 

On the other hand, you will 
have less expenses as you go 
along and will not be tied to a 
long - term mortgage — an im- 
portant aspect since many 
young couples are quite mobile 
and do not stay In one place 
long. 

INCLUDE SPOUSES 
If any of the- bride's or bride- 
groom's attendants aro married, 
their spouses should "be included 
in all pre-wecldinp parties. How- 
ever, they do not attend the 
wedding rehearsal and don't 
stand in the receiving line

Invitations 
Should Match 
Wedding Size 

The type of invitations the 
bride sends out for her wedding 
will depend on what kind of 
ceremony she is having. 

For a small wedding,, w 1 1 h 
fewer than 50 guests, hand-writ- 
ten notes from either the bride 
or her mother are acceptable. 
But for a large informal wed- 
ding, or a formal wedding, or 
a formal ceremony, the bride 
usually sends out invitations en- 
graved on white, ivory or cream- 
colored paper. 

I-'nr formal weddings, a huge 



size paper, folded square, with 
engraving on the top sheet, is 
usually used. This is folded 
once when put in the t'nvelope. 
The tissue paper is left in to 
protect the engraving. 

A smaller size paper, Inserted 
without folding, is used fur lews 
formal weddings. 

If l ho bride does not wish to 
use engraving, you may choose 
a form of printing which resem- 
bles engraving. It is less expen- 
sive and has become popularly 
accepted., , 

Invitations should be ordered 
from the jeweler, stationer or 
department stores. Most stores 
have consultants to advise the 
bride on the wording.

It's risky, especially, if she 
gets a I late start. At the last 
moment, when she is trying to 
plan the real essentials of the 
wedding, sho'll be worrying 
about what she is going to do 
about sheets and pillowcases.

If there is a great deal of de- 
sign in the floor pattern of the 
bathroom, she may like to keep 
her towels to a- solid color. Or

At the strains of the wedding 
march, the clergyman, the 
bridegroom and the best man 
will emerge at the altar or 
chancel from the vestry of a 
side door where they have been 
waiting for the bridal party. 

The procession begins at the 
**first beat of the march, every- 
one starting with his left foot 
In this order: 

The ushers marching in pairs, 
shortest ones leading, each pair 
about five paces apart. 

Bridesmaids walk either alone 
or in pairs keeping the same 
steady pace. 

Next, the marton of honor or 
maid ofjhonor. 

Then the ring bearer, follow- 
ed by the flower firl. 

About eight steps behind the 



flower girl is the bride nt her 
father's right, leaning on his 
arm. The wedding guests have 
been standing for the proces- 
sion. 

Bridal party members take 
[heir positions this wav 

Ushers leave the middle aisle 
as thr\ ^i. t u> the c ham el, fine 1 
going to each side, dividing 
each pair. 

Bridesmaids pairs also walk 
one to each side at the altar 
and take their places in front 
of the ushers. 

Maid of honor stands to the 
f-thc-brido on thB~lefc side 
of the altar. 

Flower girl also stands on the 
left, next to or a little behind 
the maid of honor. 

The ring bearer stands on the 
right side to the right of the 
best man or slightly behind him. 

When the bride and her father 
reach the bridal assemblage, 
she releases her father's right 
arm and the groom steps up to 
meet her. They then move to- 
gether until they are facing the 
clergyman. The bride's father 
stands slightly behind her and 
to the left. 

The ceremony depends on the 
ritual of the church after this 
point, "fn most wedrtags, the 
bride's father gives her away 
and then sits down beside her 
mother. 



The bride hands her bouquet 
to her maid of honor about the 
time Ihe best man becomes 
ready to hand over the ring. 

After the ceremony, the maid 
of honor returns the bouquet to 
the bride. The groom may kiss 
the bride, and if the veil is cov- 
ering her face, the maid of hon- 
or will have lifted it up. 

She will then take the groom's 
right arm which he has offered, 
facing the center aisle and they 
will begin Jhe recessional. ' 

As the recessional music 
plays, the wedding party goes 
up the aisle in this order: the 
bride and bridegroom, the flow- 
er girl, the ring bearer, maid of 
honor with the best man and 
then the bridesmaids and ush- 
ers. 

After' the bridal party reaches 
the end of the pews, two ushers 
return to the first pews to es. 
cort the bride's and bride 
grooni's mothers from the 
church. 

The guests must stay In their 
pews until the members of the 
families have reached thj? hridnl 
party or the vestibule. If the 
wedding reception is n very 
limited affair, the bride may 
stand in the vestibule of the 
church and receive family and 
guests before going down to her 
I car.

Receiving 
Line Should 
Be Planned 

If a bride or her mother 
could be efficient about the lit- 
tle things, the wedding would go, 
oh, so smoothly. 

But as it turns out, the large 
things are the ones that occupy 
their minds weeks before the 
wedding. There is so much to 
cram in. to check on before the 
big day that though everything 
seems to be organized like a 
well oiled machine, those little 
things are forgotten. 

So at the reception, it sudden- 
ly dawns on them that they 
have not planned a receiving 
line. 

At a traditional reception, the 
bride's mother stands at tjje 
door to receive the guests* as 
she is tin." hostess Next to the 
bride's mo'.h'-r stands the bride- 
groom's mother md father. 

The bridegroom's father may 
like to circulate among the 
guests with the father of the 
bride, and the best man and 
ushers. 

Farther along will be the re- 



ceiving lino — bride, bride- 
groom and attendants. The maid 
of honor will stand to the bride's 
right along with half the num- 
ber of bridesmaids. 

The other bridesmaids will 
stand to the bridegroom's left, 
and the bride, of course will be 
to the right of the bridegroom. 
1L is easy for the bride to re- 
member that she is never to be 
at the left of the bridegroom. 

There may be departures 
from this traditional receiving 
line, particularly if it Is a re- 
ligious custom, where parents 
and brTdal party receive on the 
same line. 

An awkward situation may 
arise at a large wedding where 
numbers, of guests are unknown 
to the mothers. In that case it 
is often a good idea to have a 
spotter who will quickly relay 
the information to the mother 
Or guests could be announced 
by one who has been designated 
to do the serving of the cham- 
pagne, acting in the role of the 
butler. 

If a guest does not know any 
other guests ;u the wedding, he 
will greet the parent-, and bri- 
dal couple, whom he obviously 
does know, glance at the gift 
table, if there is one, join in a 
toast if there is one and then 
leave the reception. 



Wedding Customs of Today's Brides 
Established Thousand^ of Years Ago 



From the ^moment a brida 
wakes on her wedding day un- 
til she starts her honeymoon, 
she is likely to be following cus- 
toms established thousands of 
years ago. 

The custom of not seeing the 
bridegroon before the ceremony 
on the day of the wedding was 
responsible for the origin of the 
veil. The bride's face was cover- 
ed until the bridegroom lifted it 
to behold her countenance for 
the first time. Veils have been 
thoughi_of also as symbols of 
modesty v and virginity. j 

White wedding dresses were 
worn as symbols of purity back 
in biblical time?. 

The idea of attendants at, 
weddings was supposed to have 
originated with the idea of the I 
bridegroom "capturing his 
bride. His male__ attendant or 
best man was supposed to pro- 
tect him from relatives who 
would not look, favorably upon 
the idea. • 



'fhe bride's attendants were 
supposed to rescue herefrom, the 
would-be bridegroom. But who 
wanted to bp rescued, anyway? 

Wedding rings 'Were first no- 
ted in Egyptian artifacts al- 
though they are believed to 
have been orginated as bethro- 
thal rings — the circle was sup- 
posed ; to signify . Jove without 
end. 

The custom of wearing the ring 
on the third finger, left hand, is 
supposed to have originated with' 
the Romans who believed the 
left hand indicated subjection, 
and that a vein or nerve con- 
nected that finger with the 
heart. Romans used iron be- 
cause of the durability of the 
metal. 

Even the bride's trousseau 
had firm roots in the legends. 
'Tis said that the custom, Y>e- 
gan so that .the brklrf, could 
give the bridegroom sufficient 
evidence -of assets that would 
repay the bridegroom for the 



price he had to pay for her 
hand. 

When she didn't have any; 
thing "to put into the bridal 
chest — thought to be the fore- 
runner of the hope chest — her 
friends helped her accumulate 
sufficient contents to impress a 
would-be bridegroom. 

The story goes that a beau- 
tjfuOjutc'h girl couldn't mar- 
ry •Tftjcause. her father wouldn't 
give" her a dowry. But interested 
friends intervened, each giving 
her a gift, so that she' could 
establish a-dowry, That was the 
boginning of what we now know 
as the bridal shower. 

When Dad walks his daugh- 
ter to the altar, he too is ful- 
filling an ancient tradition. Fa- 
thers accompanied their daugh- 
ters to the wedding place in the 
older days to make sure the 
marriage contract was fulfilled. 

At Roman weddings they did 
not. cut the bridal cake — the 
brjdegroom broke it over the
